THE PLUM HI NO QUESTION. 

The citizens of Victoria showed by the 
choice they made fur mayor and coucillora 
at the recent election that thoy are in 
favor of improved sewerage. The ex- 
perience of tlio past year has taught all 
noiiBible people that the results of bad 
drainage are malarial sickness and death, 
and after the many cases of typhoid 
fever and diphtheria which occurred in 
our midst, all the sophistries of the op- 
ponents of the sewer system wore unable 
to prevent tho return of those candidates 
for municipal office who had pledged 
themselves to u«o their influence to in- 
augurate a good system of sewerage It 
is to bo hoped that nothing will prevent 
a speedy fulfilment of this purpose, as the 
work should bo well underway before the 
nest rainy season As soon as it is prac- 
ticable all houses along the line of sewers 
Bhould be connected with them, and regu- 
lations should bo made at the outset pro- 
viding for proper sower connections as 
well as for traps and other sanitary pre- 
cautions. Some interesting information 
on this subject was given to a Globe re- 
porter by Dr. Daniel Clarke, superintend- 
out of the Toronto Insane Asylum. Me 
Baid: 

"We have never had a case of typhoid 
since I camo here, except those winch 
were brought in from the outside. The 
Btato of the institution, I believe, was as 
good almost if not quite from tho be- 
ginning. The reason why we aro thus 
free from a disease which kills so many is 
that we apply common sense to the mat 
tor of plumbing and drainage, and so 
have the work well planned and well 
done. We have in this building, on the 
average, all the year round, over uiuo 
hundred people. The vast majority of 
those aro the patients. Among those peo- 
ple— owing to their inability to properly 
euro for themselves, and to their low 
vitality, and also to tho fact that they 
spend nearly all their time indoors — tho 
tendency to malarial diseases is very great. 
We have a sewer running from the 
promises direct to the lake. It was used 
only by ourselves at first, hut now tho 
draiuH from tho Mercer Reformatory and 
Central Prison empty into it. Emptying 
into thisuowur, (ruin this building iiluile, 
are twenty-six closets besides many sinks. 
Eighteen of the closets are four tiers in 
tho wards, and the others aro in different 
parts of the building. The care of the 
four tiers used by the patients is of course 
by far the most important thing. Each 
tier empties into the main sower by a 
different drain. Each of these drains is 
trapped outside the building. The traps 
are square, angular, made of brick and 
water-lined. To roach this well trapped 
drain the closets in each tier empty 
through a nine-inch iron lubo which con- 
tinues on through the roof, tho same size 
and, material all the way, and tho joints 
properly made. Each closet has a trap 
mado of iron, and angular like the bricli 
ones. " 

When asked what is the advantage of 
having them angular, he repliod: 

"Take an ordinary goose-neck trap, and 
thesowor gas can make its wr.y through it 
much more easily than tf it had to en- 
counter tho angles. This trap is an ex- 
ceedingly good one. It was in use bore 
whon 1 caine. I believe it is the joint in- 
vention of Dr. Workman, my predecessor, 
and tho engineer of the institution. The 
traps aro cast for us from our own pat 
torus, and aro no made that if anything 
goes wrong with one of them the top can 
bo taken off and the clog or injury ex- 
posed. The closots aro of the "(..'rapper" 
pattern — no pan affairs — and from the 
bowl of each is an iron pipe, properly 
jointed, which runs by the most direct 
way possible into the Hue. More than 
that, tho water pipes from the roof run 
into tho drain between the outside traps 
and tho building, thus keeping the trap 
and sowers Hushed, anil furnishis addi- 
tional ventilation from the drain. Tho 
same system could effectively be applied 
to city houses. There is one defect in 
plumbing which is often not noticed, but 
which is all the more common and all the 
moro dangerous for that reason. Now, 
suppose that this (making a rough sketch) 
"is a bathroom, the drain pipe from tho 
bath communicating with the soii pipe 
loading from the closot in tho next room 
or perhaps in the same room. This pipe 
from the bath is trapped and so is ap 
parently all right. When tho handle of 
the closot is raised there is a rush of water 
down tho soil pipe. The soil pipo has no 
proper ventilation. The rush of water 
carrios the air before it down the soil 
pipo, leaving a vacura, more or less per- 
fect, behind it. Tho trap to tho bath is 
siphoned, that is the water is drawn off to 
Gil tho vacum. That leaves tho bath 
wator-pipo simply an open conduit from 
tho sewer. Unless people are perfectly 
Hiiro that their pipes are properly veuti- 
l.tted, they should turn the water on in 
the bath overy time the closet is used, so 
that, if the trap is siphoned out it may he 
fillod again before any harm is done." 

Dr. Clarke expressed his approval of 
tho water carnage sys'em, but said that 
the present appliances used in Toronto aro 
ridiculous. "Every day the sewers are 
emptying an immense volume of filth into 
tho 15ay directly in front of tho city. Dur- 
ing tho winter, the L5ay is frozen over, 
and tho winds and currents have no effect 
in moving this tilth It accumulates and 
lios there. In spring, when tho ice goes 
away, the whole accumulated corrupt mass 
lies in front, of the city. With a trunk 
sower all the tilth could be carried away, 
and the bay left an ornament and advan- 
tage to the city, instead of a fever nest." 

In whatever direction our sewage is car 
ried this same consideration must, he 
studied. If the sewers are emptied into 
tho harbor there would be this constant, 
accumulation which can only be prevented 
by carrying them out to tide water. Should 
thoy lead out to tho straits, however, the 
force of tho tide h so great that every- 
thing would be carried out to sea. 

THE SCllUUL HILL. 

Tho now public school act introduced at 
tho present session of the legislature 
niakos provision for the annual election of 
trustees, to bo held on tin; third Monday 
in Juno. A great improvement in the 
mode of carrying on the election is made 

by tho substitute if the ballot for tho 

open voto hitherto employed. Though 
intimidation has never been resorted to 
to any extent, it is nevertheless true that 
a mild form of it has often controlled tho 
votes of many who have been influenced, 
by business or other considerations, 
against their better judgment. Our laws 
allow overy householder or freeholder, 
and the wife of all such, to voto for 
school trustees, provided thoy have been 



residents of tho district for six months 
previous to tho election. The franchise 
being so liberal it would seem as if every 
precaution should bo taken to prevent 
an}' overstepping of its bounds. Accord- 
ing to the school act, any legal voter can 
challengo tho voto of a doubtful person 
presenting himself at tho polls, but upon 
his declaration that ho has the require- 
ments for xx voter ho must be allowed to 
cast his ballot. In spite of the privilege 
of challenging, there is certain to bo any 
amount of illegal voting unless registra- 
tion is insisted upon. To correct the evil 
of the last school election the lt»ginlnhtrn 
should immediately make arrangements 
to register tho names of all persons quali- 
fied to vote on tho loth of June next. It 
would havo been well if this had been 
done six months previous to the election, 
but there is still time to arrange for tho 
registration of all names before tho tirsl 
of April, and we hope this will be done, 
as there is no reason why the integrity of 
the ballot should not be preserved as 
carefully in voting for school trustees as 
at any othor election. 

THE SQUATTERS' COMMITTEE 
AND THE GOVERNMENT. 

Our evoning contemporary of tin' Times 
is not blamed for his bumptiousness. lie 
can't help it. It is one of the faults of 
youth which will mellow as he grows in 
years and bo toned down as be gains ex- 
perience. Hut juvenility cannot be urged 
in extenuation of the sin of untruthfulness 
to which he is nightly prone. I'Voni the 
very inception of tin' squatters' controversy 
the attitude of the 'I'iiues towards the gov- 
ernment has boon that of the highwayman 
when dealing with n wayfarer: "The land 
or your life!" It was net a question of 
right or wrong. The squatters were nol 
consulted. It was a clear ease of attempt- 
ed extortion in behalf of a few wealth} 
speculators who hail bought out the sup- 
posed interests of scpiatters ami 
who were doing the "poor" nel 
at the Driard and through the 
columns of the Times. The ministry 
were to be bulldozed (or coerced) into sur 
rendering tho Itnd or they were tube 
burst. Well, the government declined to 
give tho land and the only parties who 
are likely to bo "burst" aro the specula- 
tors who havo got hold of I he business 
end of a political dynamite cartridge 
which will probably go oil' in their hands. 
These high explosives are dangen us 
things to meddle with especially by 
youngsters like the Tunes. lint a win e 
to badinage. Let us see where the uu 
truth lies. The Times asserts that the 
government opposed the appoint melil 
of the squatters' committee. 'I his is 
a positive falsehood in support of which 
there is not a scintilla ot evidence. lie' 
government did not oppose the coininit tee. 
On tho contrary, the Times report shows 
that, so far from the premier trying to 
prevent its appointment he strengthened 
it by moving to place upon it Mr. Duns 
muir. The resolution to appoint the 
committee passed the house without a dis 
aenting voice or vote. Everyone favored 
it as a practical method for bringing the 
question to an issue: and when the Tunes 
boasts that ho was instrumental in having 
the committee appointed lie hut rope is 
the old fuble of the "fly on the wheel 
Wo again say that no evidence can bo 
adduced to show that, the govorimienl 
opposed the committee; while, on the 
other hand, all the evidence goes to show 
that they favored it. 



A I'AKISI A.\ SENSATION.

The 
woman was pursued by a niun with 
a heavy black beard, brandishing a 
stout cane. The beadles ami door- 
keepers of the church came to the r< scuo. 
The would-be assassin managed to escape, 
but the woman, panic stricken with frigid 
and rage, climbed over the balustrade i f 
the nave, tearing from it a he avy hir of 
iron, which she waved above her bond, 
threatening death to all who should ap 
proach. Tho congregation, in consterna- 
tion at this unexpected drama, left tho 
church. The police arrived, and, slier a 
short but very noisy struggle, captured 
the woman, whom they were obliged to 
hind tightly with cords before they could 
remove her. Her exasperated lover had 
attempted to assassinate her. She had 

managed to escape from her apart ul

Ills ob- 
ject was also to show- that our women, 
when the franchise was extended to I hem, 
had used it not only in a proper manner 
and had, worked hard for what they con 
sidored right. What was wanted 
was lo do away with tho prejudice 
against extending l he franchise further, 
lie had altered his resolution to read: 
That an order of this house be granted 
for a return showing tile total number of 
voles polled by males, and tin- total num- 
ber by females m the school elections for 
last year. 

Hon. Air. Robson said that the 
resolution as amended was open to 
little (d)joction, but if every school trus- 
tee election was to be questioned in this 
nay it would entail a great, amount of w ork 
to attain the answer. It was asking for tho 
return oi the name of every voter who 
voted at the last school election and that 
Ins or her name be published, and for 
| whi in thoy voted. What right tiad they 
to [nit in print such information/ They 
would be going in the tooth of public opin- 
ion, ami the matter was of no general in- 
formation and would entail great work on 
the department. 

Mr. Duck said that he thought tho 
number of votes polled and for whom re 
corded at any election should be given to 
the public and all that he w ished to at- 
tain was the number cast and the number 
voted by male and females. With the 
permission ol the house he would with- 
ill iw his resolution and give notice of 
alio! her. 

Mr. Speaker said that he could have 
his resolution put and get, sonic one to 
move an amendment. 

Mr. Wilson said that he would help his 
honorable friend out of tho dilemma ho 
appeared to be in, and would move thu 
amendment.

INDIAN ItBSERVES. 

Mr. Drake' moved, seconded by Mr. 
Mai I in, t hat an order of the house be 
granted for a return of all lands sol apart 
for Indians in this province subsequent 
to the return made to this house on 1.1th 
January, 1 S7-5 , with the names of the 
tribes and the number of Indians for 
whom each reserve has been made; and a 
return of the reserves which havo been 
made to tho chief commissioner of lands 
and works, but, nol assented to by him. 
The mover said that the reserves at pros 
on! held by Indians were too large for 
t In- i r requirements, and wero nu< in the 
least, cultivated, ijfo returns had been 
made for some time to the house, and 
much annoyance and injustice had been 
can tied by tho way the government agent 
had granted Indian reserves. 

Mr. Orr asked the mover of the resolu 
tion if thu opening up of this question 
would uotgivot.be Indians a chance to ask 
for more land. It was very generally 
thought throughout the country thai tho 
Indians already had too much hind. He 
thought it unadvisable that the matter 
should again be opened up. The honor- 
able mover was tho counsel of the 
Dominion, and it might be with Hie ob - 
ject of getting information on that hoad 
that he asked for tho returns. 

Mr, Martin said that the Indian com- 
missioner was in the habit of telling the In- 
dians that lands asked for by thorn would 
be given, and without the understanding 
that it would at first have to be submitted 
to the chief commissioner, and as a result 
much inischiofjwas done when tho reserve 
was not. approved by the chief commis- 
sioner. 

Mr. (Jalhruith said that ho would sup 
port tile return asked for, as the present 
mode of sol tling reserves was a most un- 
satisfactory Tho.diliiculty was that 

of unsettling the Indians' minds. A very 
great deal of mischief was mado by having 
the Dominion commissioner finally 
settle the granting of reserves. A pro- 
vincial agent should also be appointed 



and accompany tho Dominion agent, atid 
tho two decide on tho resorvoa. 

Mr. Allen said that injustice had boen 
di.no settlers by the loosu manner in 
w hich the Indian reserves wore located, 
and instanced a case when a gravo injus- 
tice had boon committed by tho agent. 

Hon. Mr. Suiithe said ho thought tho 
returns asked for in the resolution should 
bo given. In his opinion tho present 
condition of the Indian reserves was a 
very unsatisfactory one. He would bo 
glad if all tho information should ■ bo 
published, and ho would ask that tho 
honorable mover '.vulfl go further and ask 
for all correspondence between tho chief 
commissioner of lands and works and tho 
Indian agent and superintendent on the 
matter. The Dominion agent at present 
had an idea that he could finally lay out 
crown lands for Indians without consult* 
lug the lands aim works department. 
They had been m the habit of communi- 
cating the bare fact that ao many thous- 
ands of acres had been set apart for 
Indians. Ho did not feel that he could 
uppruvo of such reserves without knowing 
as much about the matter as the agent 
did himself, and with the belief that it 
was the interest for till concerned that 
such reserves should bo made. Tho In - 
dian commissioner had stated to him that 
his instructions from Sir John Macdonnld 
wore to the effect that his decision was 
tinal in locating such reserves. 

Mr. Drake said that he hail no objection 
to adding the amendment suggested by the 
chief commissioner. The lion, member for 
New Westminster had no right to suggest 
that he bad any further intention than that 
of furthering tie- interests of the province 
in moving for the information asked for. 

The resolution was altered to read "sug- 
gested'' at the word "made," and to add 
"and copies of correspondence between 
the chief commissioner of lands and winks 
and the Indian commissioner and the sup- 
erintendent of Indian affairs." 

The motion as amended was carried.

London, Jan. 26. — The excitement and 
anger enkindled by the dynamite explosion 
still continue. A rumor was circulated last 
evening and this morning that Cunning- 
ham, who was arrestod at the 'tower will 
have a hearing to-day at the Thames police 
court. The report caused the court and 
streots in the vicinity to be crowded with 
excited citizens. Extra police were placed 
on duty to keop order. The feeling against 
Cunningham is bitter. If the crowd once 
get their hands on him lie will be lynched. 

Shortly after noon to-dny it was learned 
that the detectives bad arrested a man in 
connection with the explosion. He and 
Cunningham will be arraigned together at 
the How street court. The people in the 
vicinity of the Thames court left in direc- 
tion of tho Bow street court. The letter 
received by the police Yesterday is now be- 
lieved tn lie a very important document. 
In addition to other valuable information 
it states that St. Paul Cathedral and the 
ollice of tho Daily Telegraph nro among the 
buildings which the dynamiters threaten to 
blow up, Westminster Hall and the Tower 
are closed to-day to every one except the 
government officials who are engaged in in- 
specting the structures. Many persons 
carrying parcels on the streets to-day have 
been stopped by the police and the parcels 
examined. Approaches to all puolic build- 
ings are rigidly guarded and nobody is id- 
lowed to outer without submitting to the 
closest scrutiny. 

The tower anil parliament houses are sur- 
rounded by people. Colonel M aji lidie has 
minutely examined the sceno of the explo- 
sions. Immense crowds of people are ut- 
racted to the vicinity of the tower 'and 
Westminster Hall. Policeman Cole, injur- 
ed by the explosion at Westminster Hall, is 
making favorable progress. Hope of bis re- 
covery is now entertained. 

Irish newspapers denounce the outrage 
in vigorous terms. The Premium 's Journal 
says: Only one feeling prevails throughout 
Ireland regarding the fiendish crime, imd 
that is one of deep, earnest sympathy with 
those injured. It ia our cariicat wish that 
the diabolical authors will la' brought to 
justice. Any man with a touch of human 
feeling must regret the escaping of the 
miscreants. 

'2 p. m. -The police arrested another man 
on suspicion of complicity in Saturday's 
crimes. 

Lonpon, Jan. 20.— Is is reported that 
the police have discovered an important 
clue, which they are following with tho 
utmost diligence. Already oiglitare under 
surveillance. It is rumored that several 
arrests have been made this afternoon. 
Special precaution has been taken for the 
protection of the stock exchange and the 
new law courts against dynamite attack. 



ITALY. 

Lonpon, Jan. 20. — Other dispatches 
from Koine, mainly to the Exchange Tel 
egraph Co., say that unusual activity is 
now noticeable at tho military naval 
bureaus. This foreshadows a possible 
mobilization of the Italian army and tho 
collection of transports The same au- 
thority says Signor Manorui, minister of 
foreign affairs, declares that llaly and 
England will hereafter cu operate in the 
Mediterranean and Ited seas. The iron- 
clad Principe Amado, which was escorting 
tho Assof expedition, is at Port Said. 

London, Jan. 20. — Dispatches from 
Rome state that reports are current which 
say that Italian forces, recently dispatched 
to Assof, will assist the llritish forces in 
tho Soudan as soon as landed. Accord- 
ing to theso reports it will make no differ- 
ence with their future cuiirao whether i outn 
they land at Assof or other points. The 
commissioner of the expedition had sealed 
orders, which he was not to open until 
nine days after ho left Naples. 



EGYPT. 

Sol'DAN, Jan. 20. — 2:110 p. in.- The 
war ollice has just mado public the con- 
tents of a dispatch received this afternoon 
from (Ion. Wolsoley at Knrti. He says 
he has not recoivod any further news from 
(leu. Stewart. Ho assures the govern 
ment that in his opinion t hero is no cause 
for anxiety on this long absence of intel- 
ligence. Tho first news of the battle of 
Abuklea, which was received at Knrti 
four days after tho light, was brought in 
by bashi bazouks. Tho last of these, 
who woro following Stewart's army, left 
in a little band that carried tho atory of 
the light across the desurt. No informa- 
tion, but that brought by those Arabs, 
has yet reached Korti. Whatever ad- 
ditional reports Stewart may have dis- 
patched, Hen. Wolaeley says, must comfl 
by camel couriers with the ordinary Urit- 
ish escort. 

London, .fan. 20. — Tntonae "anxiety is 
felt for the fate of Gen. Stewart. The 
war ollice has received no further tidings 
from him up to noon to-tlay. Dispatches 
are expected every lpiur. OHjeiulg make 
no effort to conceal their deepening dis- 
appointment, ns djspatohos still fail to 
coinu. Alarming rumors are flying about 
the city concerning the f.'yto of the brave 
fellows who fought at Abuklea wells and 
then disappeared in the desert beyond. 
The apprehension that a auriotis disaster 
has occurred ia fast gaining ground. The 
transport Doccan has been ordered in 
readiness to convoy a regiment to Malta 
and from thoro to Egypt, if Hie occasion 
requires it. A dispatch from Alexandria 
to the Exchange Telegraph Company 
nays that. General Wolaeley had sent re 
in forcemeats from Korti to General 
Stewart, and ho himself ia about to press 
forward . 

TEXAS. 

Galykhton, Jan. 2(1. — Startling rumors 
are afloat this morning regarding the sud- 
den death at midnight last of Clinton ( I . 
Wells, president of tho Cotton Exchange. 
It ia said that death resulted from an 
overdose of morphine. Rumor attribute's 
the suicide to financial embarrassment of 
the firm of Molaton, Wells A Vidor. The 
large cotton linns are reported as hope- 
lessly insolvent and suspended payment 
about noon to-day.

ENGLAND. 

London, Jan. 20.- It is reported Cun- 
ningham has made important revelation 
in consequence of which all trains leaving 
London for seaport towns are accompanied 
by detectives. Not the slightest trace of 
any mechanical apparatus or of fuse has 
boon found in the tower or m the parlin 
ment buildings. This fact strengthens 
the opinion that no infernal machine wai 
used to effect the expl ision bill that the 
agency employed was dynamite in some 
simple form packages containing five or 
Bix pounds of the explosive being deposit- 
ed in l ho tower and parliament buildings. 
Tho ventilation chamber of the house of 
commons is a yawning chasm into which at 
the moment of the explosion poured Ions 
of brickwork, masonry and splintered 
timber. The electric lighting ollice in 
tho house of commons and cables were 
destroyed, and apparatus was rendered 
unfit for uao by the explosion. Closer 
inspection shows that the ruin is more 
appalling than at first supposed. The 
postolliee in the lobby is destroyed, and 
several huge blocks of stone, fourteen 
inches thick and weighing half a toll, 
upheaved. The magazine at Hyde park 
ia patrol lud by the police. 

Croat excitement prevails throughout 
tho province of Ulster.

The Times- Democrat ex- 
pedition threw no light upon the mys- 
tery, the tall grass, bogs and dense un- 
dergrowth impeding the progress of tho 
curioys. 

One Capt. Asher is the hero who ar- 
rived in Apalachicola, with the follow- 
ing information, which puts out tho 
Florida volcano, and the romance is lost 
of tho poor Seminole lingering iu tho 
hind of his fathers. At tho same time 
it adds to the attractions of tho lovely 
land of fruits, flowers, and wonders. 
Perhaps from the sulphuric pools came 
tho healing virtues which laid the foun- 
dation for" the legend that in Florida 
llowed tho waters of eternal youth. 
Capt. Asher was in search of palmetto 
logs on the Aneilla river when he de- 
scried tho smoke or cloud from a point 
in the distance. Remembering tho 
many reports ho had heard about 
this smoko, he determined to un- 
earth this mystery, if possi- 
ble. So, calling bis crow to- 
gether, and picking up their traps, tho 
party pursued their way in the small 
boats up tho Aneilla river. They trav- 
eled up the river, or creek, for it hardly 
deserves the name of river, for miles. 
After ascending from its mouth twenty- 
five or thirty miles, he judges, he was 
brought to an abrupt halt by a rock bar- 
rier in front. Upon investigating he 
found that the river ended and was lost 
underneath the ground. Seeing that 
tho smoke becanio moro distinct at. this 
point, and seemed straight ahead, ho had 
the boat banled up to the bank and 
sprang ashore, determined, if possible, 
to pursue his investigations on foot. As 
ho sprang on shore lie gave an exclama- 
tion of surprise. Scattered at. various 
points were huge rocks, towering many 
feet above his head — a thing unheard of 
in Florida. 

Mr. Asher describes sonic of the rocks 
as being as large as an ordinary dwell- 
ing ami apparently hollow, containing 
much water, lie describes them as 
being of a flinty appearance, and when 
struck with an iron or steel instrument 
to flmit thousands of sparks, A inilo or 
two further on were seen numerous 
rocks that were formed into round 
basins, their sides being smooth and 
beautifully polished. Mr. Asher sprang 
upon thi! top of one of these basins. As 
his foot came in contact with the flinty 
substance a hollow sound was 
emitted from the rock. (Jailing 
for ;i pole, and it being banded to him, 
ho placed it, in the center of the basin. 
What was his surprise on drawing the 
polo to the top may be easily imagined 
when ho discovered that the rock, being 
hollow, was Idled with a strong sul- 
phuric water. Pursuing their way 
through tho bog, sometimes up to their 
knees, again on hard ground for some 
distance, then again scratched and 
bruised by the underbrush, and fighting 
musquitocs that seemed to resent, this 
intrusion of their dominion, the little 
party had a hard time of it. Presently 
they camo to whoro tho river issued from 
its underground covert and pursued its 
way onward, to again disappear in the 
bowels of tho earth. 

Mr. Asher states that every few hun- 
dred yards those pools would make their 
appearance, and from them would issue 
white, misty clouds that would ascend 
heavenward, seeming in the distance 
to bo clouds of smoke. Ho stated that 
the water in these pools was as clear as 
crystal and filled with beautiful fish, 
both fresh and salt, Ho caught a great 
many of the fish, and attempted to drink 
some of tho water, but It was unpalata- 
ble—nauseating to the smell and taste. 
Me spent several days wandering around 
these points, and ho t ivs ho 
never before thought there was such a 
place in Florida, lie discovered several 
rocks that ho presumed would havo 
answered very well for houses, being 
quite as large, hollow, and tho walls as 
smooth as glass. Ho appeared to think 
it very .strange that these monster rocks 
should bo found in such a low, flat, 
marshy section. He says that the 
rocks aro separated by a distance of 200 
feet, and rear their black, grimy heads 
to heaven from a level plain of marshy 
soil*. There are no indications of thero 
having been a hill, much less a volcano, 
in this section, and the smoke or cloud 
seen so often is simply the vapor rising 
from the sulphuric pools.
